To TUB Euitok: — That the Federal 
Government, Sir John A. Mac- 
donald being chief, desires the prosperity 

of every part of tho Dominion goes with- 
out saying. That tho heroic leader of the 
govornmunt will do all ho can to advanco 
still further tho prosperity of the country 
doea not admit of doubt, and therefore as 
tho extoiiiion of the N'anaimo Railway to 
tho north end of Vancouver Island will 
conduce vory materially to tho prosperity 
and progresa, not tnily of Hrili.h (lolnm- 
bia but also of tho whole of the Domini- 
on, thoro can hardly be a doubt that tho 
farsighted and energetic leader of the 
government and tho able ministers goner- 
ally will assist the building of this .exten- 
sion of the Northern railroad, but whether 
in the ahape of a money grant annually 
for a number c)f years or a lump sum 
down, '-r ao much for each 
luilo of tho lino completed 
must bo left to their conaidoration, 
alwayH remembering that the construction 
of railways on Vancouver laland costs more 
than in Uie level and leaa difBonlt portions 
of tho Dominion. On this and other ac- 
counts liritiah Columbia dcsinm tho federal 
government to grant for tlm construi'tion of 
this railroad, nay not Io.sh than ono hundred 
thousand doUarK jior Hnnum for a limited 
uuuiber of yeara ; Huv twenty) , I'lritirili Co- 
lumbia contributing forty thou.-jaud iloUars 
per anniim, either in money or land, for a 
similar period (or the aauie purpoae. 

This railroad is required for at least three 
special purposes: 

1. For imperial purposea, as well here as 
elsewhere. 

2. The settlement of Vancouver Island 
and adjacent archipelago. 

'i. Tlie oxteiisivo developing and further 
aci |u iHition of tbe t'rade and passonger traflic 
of the iiorthwost coast and .Alaska. 

Xaturo iua<io Vancouver Iahmd to be tho 
natural protector of liritinh Columbia. Thia 
duty is to bo fostered by tho imiiorial aud 
Dominion governmonta, who iuteuil to ex- 
tend the means of defending their varioua 
interests, whether civil or military, at homo 
or abroad, by means of fortificationB 
at E^c^uimalt and other parts uf Vancou- 
ver inland. I'hcao fortilications will pro- 
bably reiiuiro tho e-vtenaion of tho Naiiai- 
mo railway for tho purpose of h.">ving 
rapid communication with and transport 
to varioua atrategic position.^, not for- 
getting the de.sirisi)ilily of being able to 
gel l i Indian eiicanijuncnts and Indian 
trouliles without unmieilf ul and dangoroua 
delay. 

That Vancouver island should bo poo- 
pled aud would pay to be peopled, has 
been proven in a previous communication. 

That tho further extension of settlement 
ia tlillicult and will be very alow ia cer- 
tain, except llio railroad bu built render- 
ing acceis to the lands quick, easy and 
aat'o. With the railw.iy the country, will 
be settled (juickly; without it tbe enauing 
half cotitury and, perhaps, more may soo 
it still dormant and atigoant, which 
means in addition tho loss of tho trade 
and coinmorco of the great norlliwest, 
which she othorwiae miglit havo had. 

Now is tho opportunity, because people 
are iooking to this country aeekiiig homes. 
The access to the land not beiiig easy, 
cheap or rapid — tlioy retire to otlun', and 
very often, to foreign countrieii a Io.ih of 
valuable people— luas of new producliuiia 
and wealth — loaa of conaumara — loaa of 
revenue — loaa to theinaulvea and to Iho 
Dominion. Every agrioulturaliat ia worth 
at least twenty dollars per annum to the 
Dominion and five hundred dollars per 
nnnum to British Oolumbia in the shape 
of produce be would cause the soil to 
yield. 

Tio length of tho o.xloiision will he 
only about 175 inilea, and tho coal of 
construction, aay, about iivo million dol- 
lara. To make matters short, the island 
wants nil abiding and producing popu- 
lation. Tliu fertile laiiii ia a certainty, ita 
productive powers a certainty, ita lovoly 
cliinato a certainty, ita timber and min- 
eral a H certainty, i^ lakes and fish a cer- 
tainty. To make iall these productive the 
iiioaiiH re(|uired is tho rail ivay. That thia 
will bring and nettle an abiding, perma- 
nent, produclivo and rooted ])uoi)lo u[inn 
it ia a certainly. There aro no ifs about 
it. Minora - may conio and go, but iho 
agriculturiat abidci for ever — to supply 
tbe ininesand other consumori, but those 
are too fow to supply ovon the homo mar- 
ket now. Uonco il ia that Iho r"ilway ia 
so tiiuoh wanted aa it will bring agricul- 
turistB in its train. That the aottleinent 
of tho island will be conducive to Dom- 
inion Interests in tlie shape of nioru tax- 
able people and muro oonsumurs of Can- 
adian or foreign goods and -.innufaotures 
is plain, and utiually plain is Ihu aasortion 
that porinanunt, abiding aettlors, and 
production from laating prodnotivo 
sources is tho true basis of a continuous 



proapority. Th" iiorlhorn terminuB of 
thia railway will create a commercial city 
and become the distributing point for the 
noithwoat Coast including Alaska and 
Queen Charlotte , Islands, because by 
metkns of the railway pasaeogeirs and mer- 
chandise will be able to be carried much 
more safely and niiickiy and cheaply, and 
the broakerii of tho narrow and tortuous 
cbannula betwec'i Vancouver Island and 
the mainland bo avoided. 

It will i:ow bo adviaablo to takoachart. 
A glanoo there"*' will show the position 
the noftb end of the islaad'hblda for com- 
mercial and other purposes with the groat 
north and Woat ciiatt-— I'td romcmber tho 
coast loads to tl"' interior where good land 
exists and tuotallic (.old taken out, Ob- 
servo tho extent of coa&i—its bays and 
inlets— and the arch'Pelago extending 
from tho Huro straits to tho far north, 
and observe tho remarkable narrow tor- 
turoua and daiigoroua channels between 
and among thoin- Remembering too the 
Seymour rapids, which detain ovon steam- 
ships for houra daily. Obaerve also Queen 
Ubarlotte islands—fertile and containing 
abundance of coal, tinihor and minerals— 
observe loo Alin'ka. ljuoon Charlotte ia- 
landa are about 1-5 mi'ua from Vancouver 
ialand and Alanka u„iy 240 miles from the 
same i^oint or V'ancnuvnr islanid. 

There is a aeam of coal on Queen Ohar- 
lotto islttods 10 feot thick. i 

Those northern'ftre. growing oountrieB, 
containing gold and other riches and in- 
dustries, alao a conaiderablo mimbor of 
whites and liidiaim who are well to do, 
and who would do better and liave moro 
wants were thee ,„oro convenienoea in 
tho shape of ^ no|.ii,ern commeroial oity 
or more frei|uei>' and regular communica- 
tion not only to supply Out to enoourage 
tho growth of such wants. Such Inter 
course arid conimunication will follow pa a 
matter of com-uu . 

It need acarcoly be said that the pnpu- 
lation would soon increase; that thoy 
would consume Canadian goods and manu- 
faolures -7 supplying sustenance to tho 
transooutinoiitiil 'oads, »nd to tho various 
cities, whether they bo on tho island or 
tho niiMiiland, 

Thin railway also reipiircd in order to 
snc('e.sHfiill.V eoiniit-te witli outsidors in tho 
commerce of thi^ "orth.

Add to this the 
crofition of an extended murket for east- 
ern gooils and matiufiK-tures — a creation 
dosiiiied rapidly to grow and afford labour 
and profit to additional population. 
It roinuiiis to bo aiiid that in soliciting tho 
aaaiatancc! of the Dominion government, 
it ia asking for « railway that will soon 
pay itself; eiihuice very ijuiekly the 
prosperity of l'nji-!i tJoliinibia, and, 
indeed, tiie v.diole Dmninion. British

In referring to Do Roao'a 
case, she said to a Colonial report ir that 
the prisoner was confined in the Be:iu- 
port Inaaue Asylum for two years, where 
he was placed by hia mother. Do Rose 
left homo at the age of iiteen yoara, and 
for a period of eighteen yeara his family 
never heard of him until he returned 
home inaane. A few months ai;o tho 
mother of Do Rose wrote to hia brother 
in San Fianciaco, asking him if ha could 
provide for Peter in San Francisco. The 
brother replied to send him on, and tho 
unfortunate man started for California 
without leaving any word at homo 
ai to hia inteiitiiin. No word was re- 
ceived from Do Rosa, .either by 
his mother or brother on this coast. Af- 
ter several months th(5 brother received a 
letter Oct. 12th from New Westminster 
iu which De Rosa stated that he waa ar- 
rested, that on the way out he mot two 
men named Maxwell and Connolly, and 
all three were arrested by a m;>n named 
Wiao fur murder. It waa all a inyatery to 
him and ho was innocent. Little atten- 
tion was given to the lett;ir aa it was 
thought to be the wanderings of an insane 
mind. Later a dispatoh waa received by 
Hadam De Rose t ) come up to N^aw Weat 
minster aa ho waa aentoiiced i > be hanged 
on the 24th of November. Madam Do 
Rose does not know tho condemned man 
peraimally, though she will make every 
effort to save hia life. She cornea 
here atone and her courage in a cause of 
thia kind ii commendable.

WEST COAST FISHERIES. 

Uctnrii of the ratiiiiudcr wit 
Ooveriiuiciil Expedition. 

Abundance of Biaeli Cod and 
' Other Fisii. 

Tho schooner Pathfinder, Captain 
O'Leary, roturnod yesterday morning 
with tho Dominion governmout fishery 
expedition. 'The party waa under charge 
of Mr. ThoH. Mowat, acting inapector of 
fisheries, and consisted of Mr. H. Vou- 
dall, for twenty years connected with the 
fisheries of N'ewf pundlan i and Labrador, 
and the^oaptain and orew'of nine men of 
the sbhponer,. Their object, under in- 
structions from Hon. Mr. Foster, min- 
ister of marine and fisheries, was to de- 
toriaiiio the woi Ih of 

■nil'. I'l.sinNU HANKS 
oil' the weut coaat of Vancouver Island 
and east and weal coaata of Queen Char- 
lotto islanda, principally for black cod, 
known to exist, and also tlio real cod. 
During thoir absence of aix weeks dura- 
tion they coantod as far north iis Skido- 
gato, and wurkeil tioni that point south, 
including (lold iiurbor, Mooro Chatinol 
and Foator Harbor, in Houston Stewart 
channel. Thu weather during tho entire 
trip waa very stormy, the equinoctial 
galea prevailing, rendering it almost im- 
possible to [jroaecuto liahing. 

At Gold llarbor young black cod were 
found in abundance, and also cultua cod 
and tho rod rock cod, the latter of a largo 
sixo. No lart;e black cod waa found at 
this point. I'ruceetliiig a iuth to I'oater 
Harbor, in lldusloii Stewart chaiiliol, tho 
aervit'ea of threu llyilih huliaua Wore 
procured, ,uid they and the paily in auiall 
boata pulled .'^ix milea aeaward from the 
flirt heat he.ull iiid, and in delitha of from 
I'.ll) t> 210 fathoms blucU c:id was 
fuuiid very plenlifnl, averaging two foot 
ten incliea iu leni^th and weighing round 
17 pouixls. Ill the short apace of twenty 
minutea one lino brought up eleven Bali. 
Tho manner of fi.shiiig waa tho same as 
that (iraeticed by the Hydaha, but with 
iron hiioka as well aa the Indian svoodon 
hooka, both anaworing e()ually the pur- 
pose. *\Vhere fish were taken, bottjni 
temperatures were from 40 to 48 degreea, 
l*'ahrenhoit, tikon by Miller Kaaalhi'a 
deep aoa tlierinometer; surface tempera- 
tures wore f rom ij3 to 57 degreea. A wook 
longer would have been spent hero, but 
tho weather continuing boiatoroua it waa 
impossible to do any work. Halibut in 
large numbers were found every where the 
waters were tested. 

Leaving Foster harbor, they proceed- 
ed south to 

KVlIi.MJIT SOU.Nll, 

on the west coast of Vancouver island, a 
splendidly sheltered harbor, well adapted 
for carrying on largo fishoriea. Trawla 
wero put out from three to four miles 
from shore in 46 and 55 fathoms. Plenty 
of rock cod, cultus cod of Very large 
size, and dog fish were secured. Seven 
of the real cod (;;ii(/i/.s) wuro hoie found, 
and they woru inlormed that in Doup 
Water inlet, further up the aound, largo 
iiumbera of tho real cod were to bo had. 
Those taken were of good marketable size, 
and identical with thoir brethren of La- 
brador and Newfoundland. Leaving 
Ivyuipn't Sound they cruised south to 
Hescjuit harbcir. Here they wore in- 
formed by Rev. Father Brabant 
and others on tho coaat for 
many yeais that cod, halibut and 
herring wore very plentiful, and plenty of 
black cod of extremely large size was to 
ba had in deep water. As. fiah of all 
kinds wore so numerous in shore and so 
easily taken, the Inuiao.i never troubled 
tho deep wafer iish. IJcTipiiot was the 
la^t point visited, aud thu schooner then 
Bailed for Victoria. 

On tlo^ way north tho schooner called 
at Barclay iind Clay.'ipi t Sounds and the 
saino condition of tiiiiiga waa found in 
boih waters. For fishing purpcjaefl those 
twu Bounds are naturally adapted, in fact, 
as Mr. Youdall expressed it — 

"a KISIIMU.MAN's fARAl'ISK." 

There ia good alioltor fi'r craft, an abun- 
dance of timber auitablo for building 
boata, wbili: there are atretcliea of land 
suitable fur cultivation, in fact, every 
favorable facility for fishing purposes. 
Another important fact was developed, 
that rat-fish existed everywhere in im- 
mense nunibora. The livera of those fieh 
fiirniali the very fmest character of lubri- 
catirg oil, it being used by watchmakera 
and clockniakera for tliinr delicate maohi* 
nery. A <pjantity of oil waa extracted 
and looks clear and froo from any gummy 
substance. Samples of black cod oil were 
also brought. Thia oil ia of a very pure 
nature, and is of the aame color aa the 
lineal refined C' dl ver oil. Tho IJvdidn 
i .formed the party that about a quart of 
oil can be extracted from eaoh 
fiHh by their primitive methods. The 
ll-(hilis nail this oil instead of butter. 

Saniplea nf the vnrioim fish taken were 
]iickled and will he forwarded to tho de- 
part meiit at Ottawa, together with an ex- 
tenaivo rinxirt on the f icla ascertained by 
tho expedition. Tho black cod weighed, 
when dressed, thirteen pounds. 

Owing to the advanced soaBon of the 
year, and tho very brief timo allotted to 
the. investigation — aix weeks — more could

ONTARIO. 

The Htory is ijubliahed that Hon. 
Adolphe Carou is tired of the turiuoil 
of political life and will retire to ac- 
cept the Lieuteiiiinl-(iOvernorship of 
the Northwest TLM-ritories; that Suu- 
ator Bolduc will be appointed niciiiUer 
*i of the Federal Oabinet, without a })ort- 
folio, and that a Oastor receives a port- 
folio in order to obtain the support of 
wavering extreluis^.s. 

Aljout three o'clock last Wednesday 
morning, lire wiis discovered in Elliott 
ii Oo.'s wholesale drug store, Toronto. 
The loss will be in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, There are policies aggregat- 
ing about §80,000, but the companies 
are not yot known. Through an explo- 
sion a tireinau was blown oil' ii ladder 
and seriously injured. 

Samuel Clissold pleaded guilty at St. 
Thomas to four clmrgea for making and 
Uttering counterfeit coin. Ho was re- 
manded for seotenoe. 

The Mail printing company has re- 
ceived over sixty threatening letters 
within the last few weeks fioni jieraons 
professing indignation against the pa- 
per's ehiinged aLliluile toward prohibi- 
tion, In consequence of distinct threats 
to resort to. dynamite or tire the Mail 
building, the managers are put to ex- 
traordinary precautions, livery load 
and shovelful of coal for their furnaces 
is carefully examined for explosives, 
and the night guard on the building 
has been doubled. 

Sir Hector Langevin, minitter of 
public works, will attend the unveiling 
of the statue of Liberty in New York 
harbor, on October the 26th, on behalf 
of the Dominion Government. Several 
other cabinet miniatera will also be pre- 
sent. 

There is much anxiety felt at pre- 
sent among the friends of Mr, John 
MoHab, an old resident of this place 
who left for British Columbia and has 
not been heard of since May last. Mr. 
McNab and a companion it seems, 
went out on a boating excurtion, hav- 
ing a suppl)' of guns, which they pro- 
posed trading with the Indians iu a 
neighboring district. As they have not 
"been seen since, suspicions of foul play 
are entertained. 

The preliminary ex'Uiiiniition of VV. 
U. Barry, a pronnnent lawyer, on the 
charge of criminal libel preferred by 
a civil servant named P. J, l?rennan, 
has been concluded in the jjolice court 
at Ottawa. The complainant was en- 
gaged to the daughter of the Hon. John 
OoatigaUf Minister of Inland Rev- 
enue, and lost her affections .by the 
])ubIication of an article, inspired by 
Earry, rellecting on his previous career 
in Montreal. JMiss Costigaii has nuir- 
ried a civil ..servant named J31iss. 
Breniraa was committed to 
stand his' trial at the next assizes. 
Bail was accepted. The alleged libel 
■was published in the Free Press, on 
the strength of information supplied 
by the defendant. 

The new railroad from Cornwall to 
Sault Ste Marie, known as the Ontario 
Pacific Railway has taken shape, and 
will b«-atarted this fall. The line is lur- 
reyed SB far as Perth and the town- 
ships-are being asked to givj bonuses, 
The magistrate committed all the 
coal conspirators aud defaulters for 
trial iu Toronto, Patrick Burns, John 
H. Venables, T. Johnston, G. Mcln- 
ernj on their own bail in different sums 
and Quarter-Master Sergeant Swanson 
in two sureties of $250 each. 

Little Frankie Brown, son of \Vm. 
Bro-wn, foreman of the Bolton avenue 
fire hall, fell into a tub of boiling water 
yesterday and died in terrible .lullering 
a few hours afterwards. 

The inquest on the body of Jane 
Glarko, found in the bay, was opened, 
but adjourned to secure the attendance 
of a witness who stated to a policeman 
that on thd night before the body was 
found he .■saw two men dragging it 
along the beach. 

The residence of Mr. Jacob Deo, 
New Sarum, has been totally destroy 
- ed by fire. Loss on building and furni- 
ture will amount to between $1,300 
and $1,500.

■John Mowiit, J']s(} , ex lishery over- 
seer for the llesliijouche River is try- 
ing an interesting experiment. On the 
fourth inst., be started a box of live 
lobsters on the t-rnin betwijon Ciiiup- 
boUtoUjanJ iiiver,du Loup and on the 8 
they bad been kept on the road eversinco 
the object of the experiment is being 
to see how lonj; they will live tliro'ugh 
the continual jolting of the train.
